I desire to announce my withdrawal from the 
field as a candidate for Congress in the Third 
Congressional District, and to inform my friends 
of the reason which has constrained me to take 
this step.

KaLamazoo, Mich., Sept. 10.—The Democratic 
State Convention was called to order at 12 
o'clock by Dr. Foster Pratt, Chairman of the 
State Central Committee, who cailed to the Chair 


as 
TEMPORARY PRESIDING OFFICEB 
Col. E. H. Thompson, of Flint. That gentleman 
was greeted with applause, and returned thanks 
for the compliment, after which Henry Starkey, 
of Detroit, was chosen Temporary Secretary. 
After selecting Committees on Credentials, Or- 
ganization, and Resolutions, for the government 
of the Convention, a recess. was takem until 2 
o'clock. At that hour the Convention was.calied 


to order and an 

ORGANIZATION PERFECTED, 
the Committee on Credentials reporting, recom- 
mending the name of Col. Thompson as Per- 
manevt Chairman. Col. Thompson thanked the 
Convention for the favor, saying that it was the 
third time in thirty years that this compliment 
had been conferred on him. Hesaw around 
him many familiar faces, men whom he had met 
in earlier and better days, and with whom he 
bad co-operated for the maintainance of Demo- 
cratic principles and supremacy. He referred 
with pride to past Democratic administrations 
in Michigan, saying that under them was 
projected the State University, aud the 
several magnificent State charities,—the [nsane, 
Blind, and Deafand Dumb Asylums. He said 
this was an auspicious time for a genuine reform 
movement, and that the eyes of the people of 
Michigan were on this Convention. It should

The following is the platform adopted : 

Resolved, That we arraign the party in power for its 
unexampled extravagance and corruption, and for its 
unconstitut.oual and dangerous usurpation of powers 
not delegated to the Federal Government, and we de- 
mend an honest, eeononiical, and just administration 
of nationai offices, We demand an immediate aben- 
donment of all ¢Torts to rule States for corrupt party 
purposes by an infamous alliance of carpet-baggors, 
scalawage, and bayonets. We demand the adequate 
punishment of @1i men guilty of corruption and em- 
bezalement in otlice, We demand ean imisediate re- 
peal of the law increasing salarics. and of the in- 
fan.ous geg law, by which the party in power 
seek to muzzle a free prese, denouncing its wholesale 
sppropriation of the public land to Credit Mobitier 
snd other corrupt corporations. We demand of the 
Government a eareful reservation of the remaining 
publie lands for|the nse and benefit of the Union sol- 
dier and sailor, and of the actual settler, We demand 
a repeal of the lagal-tender act, to take effect not later 
than July 4, 1876; a specie basis and free banks, with sa 
secure currency. We demend a tariff for revenue 
only, free from unjust discriminations that raise little 
or ho revenue, create monopolies, unnecessarily in- 
crease the cost of living, and encourage corrupt legia- 
lation ; and we demand the payment of all forms of 

the national delittin coin or its equivalent whenever 
due; an equal and just distribution of the taxes and 
imposts required to raise the needed revenue. 

vesoived, That, in the management of our State af- 
fairs, we demand prudence in the creation of taxes, 
honesty and economy in the expenditures of money; 
that we condefan the management of our State 
finances for the reasons, first, that, with a large balance 
in the Treasury, taxpayers in these times should be, 
but are not, relipved of any of their annual burdens, 

Second—That this large balance is loaned to the pets 
of a political ring, for which no adequate security is 
reported; while, if it be lost, the bond of the State 
Treasurer is quite too small to protect the State, 

Third—That the. books and accounts of the State 
Treasurer being public records, that the Legislature 
has refused to permit them to be thoroughly examined 
by the representatives of the people, the State Treas- 
urer has refused to report tothe Legielature the loca- 
tion and cendition of the million of money in bis 
hands, but, above sil, that the political majority or the 
Legisiature bas tolerated thie refnesl, all which are 
facts. well calculated to exciie serious fears for the 
safety of our money, 

Fourth— That we ere in favor of amending our State 
Constitution at the earliest time possible, so that the 
a may have power to reguiate the liquor 
raftic, 

ifth—That when the State, impelled by a public 
necessity, confefs corporate powers to secure a public 
benefit, such powers must be held subject to just laws 
judicially interpreted, and a sound public policy, that 
protect aiike the rights and interests of the State, the 
people, and the corporation. 

Stxth—That the railroad and indnstrial interests of 
our State should be identical and reciprocal. and that 
we havea right to such legisiation as will secure rea- 
sopableand uniform rates of freight. 

Seventh—That we cordially recemmend to the voters 
of the State the candidates nominated by thi« Con- 
vention, and invite all opposed te the present admin- 
istration of our State andi national affairs to co—oper- 
ate with*’us in their election.

Warren, O., Sept. 10.—The Anti-Garfield Re- 
publicans of the Nineteenth Congressional Dis- 
trict held « Convention in this place to-day and 
nomuated R. H. Hurlbert for Congress in oppo- 
sition. There were delegates from each of che 
five counties—Ashtabula, Trumbull, Portage, 
Geauga, and Lake—which compose the Distret. 
They are all thoroughgomg Republicans, men 
who have never lost their allegiance to the Re- 
publican party, and who evidently regretted 
that the step they have taken to-day was one 
which could not be avoided.

feat him. They felt sure of having with them 
the [eens honest people of both partes. 
Mr. Philups, of Ashtabula County, was elected 
Secretary, and commitiees, composed of one 
delegate from each county, Were selected by the 
Chairman, on resolutions and nominations.

Here also 
a demurrer was filed, and, after a search through 
the private lawa aud special acts, it was deeided 
that the indorsement on the letter would not cor- 
respond with the name given by the Legislature 
to the successor of the Necarder’s Court of Chi- 
cago. Finally, however, Deputy-Clerk, gat 
having the fear of the Poast-Office autiboritics 
before his eyes, broke the seal, and ascertained 
that Jennie was anxious to know whether a 
gentieoman named  ‘l'wombiy had  pro- 
cured a divorce here in 1870. While 
still disclaiming the applicability of the 
pame, the Clerk’s politeness would not allow 
him to permit the letter to go unanswered, and 
a reply was sent, stating that a little fire which 
happened here jn 1871 bad caused the destruc- 
tien of all the court ‘records, that no informa- 
tion could be given of the matter, and that the 
fair inquirer would be obliged to still rest on 
the ragged edge of despair and expectation, or 
solve her doubie in some other way than by an 
application to the ‘* Divorce-Court Keckord.”

- Atelegram signed by a dozen or more of the 
Bank Presidents of this city was sent to Wasb- 
ington a few days since recommending the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Eimer Washburn, late Superin- 
tendent of Police, for the position of Chief of 
the Secret Service of the Treasury Department, 
vice Whitely, resigned. We are quite sure that 
a more efficient, trustworthy, and honorable 
Chief than Mr. Washburn cannot be foupd in 
the whole dountry.

Mr. Washington Hesing publishes a modest 
eard withdrawing his name as a candidate for 
Congress in the Third District. The ground of 
his withdrawal is the objection frequently raised 
against-him that he is too young and inexperi- 
enced for the position. Without arguing this 
question, he recognizes the fact that it is calcu- 
lated to divide the Opposition forces m the 
Third District, and he accordingly retires, pledg- 
ing his active support to the nominee of the 


Opposition. 

When the Democrats of Maine call for a rev- 
enue tariff, and their voice is echoed by the clean 
young Opposition party in Michigan, it is time 
to inquire, Whither are we drifting? Perhaps 
towards a revenue system that will not despoil 
one section of the country, and one class in the 
community, for the benefit of others. Men who 
sympathize with this movement should be care- 
ful to recollect that the people never drift up to 
virtue. All substantial progress in this direction 
is gained by painful effort. Revenue Reform 
will not be accomplished till the West rises and 
demands it as a right. 


Gov. Baxtér has peremptorily declined the 
nomination, a second time offered him by the 
Democrats of Arkansas ; and, his sincerity be- 
ing at last understood, Augustus H. Garland has 
been chosen for the first place on the ticket. 
Garlani was amember of the Confederate States 
Congress. He wasa candidate for the United 
States Senate in the contest which ended with 
the election of Dorsey. Even his enemies wil! 
Mimit that Baxter has appeared to much advan- 
tage in eonnection with the Democratic over- 
tures ; but some will be found to intimate that 
he is acting over again the part of Cmear in re- 
fusing ® crown that he may attain # greater 
dignity. 

Gen. Garfield has very likely como to the end 
of his political career. His nomination by the 
Republican Convention of bis district was se- 
cured by means best known to the Postmasters. 
It has never been approved by the maas of his 
constituents, and for several weeks a formidable 
opposition to his election has been in process of 
formation. Yesterday a convention of the dis- 
satisfied was held, and R. H. Huriburt, a Presid- 
ing Elder of the Western Reserve, was nominated 
to sueceed him. The resoiutions adopted have a 
direct bearing upon Mr. Garfield’s sanc- 
tion of corrupt practices in Congress, 
‘and express in decided terms the distrust 
m which he is generally held. The Democrats 
of the district also held a convention yesterday, 
and presented @ candidate of their own; but it 
is believed that good men of both parties will be 
found in sufficient numbers at the polls to ee- 
eure the return of Presiding Elder Hurlburt to 
the Forty-fourth Congress.

No Ger- 
man man with any thought of morality, no 
honorable German woman, can afford under the 
circumstances to read the “Life of Christ,” 
coming from soimpure a source.” Distance, like 
time, has a wonderful effect in promoting clear,

Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Navy in Presi- 
dent Lincolu’s Administration, bas dddressed a 
letter to the Executive Committee of the Lin- 
coln Monument Association refusing to deliver 
an oration at the dedication of the monument. 
His reasons are noteworthy. He declares that 
he has no sympathy with the mén who will be 
prominent on the occasion ; that he still holds 
to the sentiments which Mr. Lincoln promulgat- 
ed in respect to the reconstruction of the South- 
ern States ; that the expression of Mr. Lincoln’s 
opinions st his tomb would probably give offense ; 
that the time and place had best 
surrendered entirely to the. “ radical 
" who gained the ascendancy in 
national affaires after Mr. Lincoln’s death, and 
have prostituted his name and honor to their 
mischievous schemes. Mr. Carpenter, and Mr. 
Morton, and Mr. Conkling will understand tba: 
ex-Secretary Wells means them when he speaks 
of “radical men.” We cannot now afford to 
speculate upon what would have been if Presi- 
dent Lincoln had lived, but we may venture the 
guess that none of the gentlemen mentioned 
above would be at this day recognized leaders of 
the Republican party.

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All the elements of opposition tothe Repub- 
lican party in Michigan have been united, and 
the result is one of the most compact and pow- 
erful organizations of the kind in the Union. 
The Democratic Convention yesterday accepted 
the chief candidates of the Reformers, and 
adopted their specie-payment resolution with 
some changes for the better. The Reformers 
were content with demanding an early return to 
specie, butthe Democrats advocate an immedi- 
ate repeal of the Legal-Tender act, to take effect 
not later than July 4, 1876. The existence of a 
vigorous and honest Opposition party in Miehi- 
gan must be gratifying to all who long for a pure 
administration of national affairs. That State, 
by ite location, is well adapted for a battle- 
ground on which the currency conflict may be 
fought out; and we rejoice to say that the 
honest men have now the promise of victory. 
The Republicans of Michigan, unfortunately, 
adopted a curreocy resolution of uncertain im- 
port, its object being to reconcile the an- 
tagonisms of Senators Ferry and Chandler. Had 
Senator Ferry carried the day, nothing would have 
interposed to prevent a division of parties in 
Michigan according to the views of voters on 
this issue alone. As itis, men of earnest con- 
victions, who desire a return to specie, will not 
fail te support the Opposition candidates. 


THE FOURTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 
The nomination of Stephen A. Hurlbut by 
the Republicans of the Fourth Congressional 
District was a foregone conclusion, but is none 
the less an indignity to the State. The people 
of that district are personally acquainted with 
the man, and of all the constituencies in the 
State they, as a whole, have the least sympathy 
with or respect for such a candidate. Occasion- 
ally in the large cities, the saloons and lower 
elements of society combine, seize the machin- 
ery of party and force a representative of their 
own class upon the public; but it rarely hap- 
pens that a constituency like that of the Fourth 
District permits itself to be thus imposed on, or, 
if imposed on in the nomination, permits itseif 
to be disgraced by electing the candidate. 

The first nomination of Hurlbut was mainly 
the result of accident. At the District Conven- 
tion in 1872, the delegates were so divided be- 
tween the *two candidates that those from one 
county held the balance. They demanded 
terms which neither candidate would ac- 
cept, and then, that county leading off 
for [{Hurlbut, he was nominated over 
the others. The nomination, we have every 
reason to believe, was as offensive and disgusting 
to the Republicans of the district as it was a 
surprise to every one else. Nevertheless, there 
being @ Presidential election at hand, and a 
Governor, and Legislature, and United States 
Senator at stake, the fear of division and de- 
feat on other candidates impelled thousands to 
vote for Hurlbut who revoited at the act. In 
this way he was nominated and forced upon the 
people in 1872. Once in Congress and invested 
with power over the Postmasters and other 
Federal officers, he got possession of the ma- 
ehinery of the party, and was able to have him- 
self renominated unanimously. The people of 
that district bad about as much choice in the 
matter as they had in the late election of a King 
in the Sandwich Islands. 

While the intelligent and respectable people 
of Kane, Delialb, Boone, McHenry, and Winne- 
bago Counties are not responsible for this nom- 
ination, they will maze themselves responsible 
if they permit the district to be again repre- 
sented by Mr. Huribut. The Secona Vermont 
District was even a stronger Repubtican district 
than the Fourth Illinois, yet the Republicans 
there found it to be their duty to defeat Judge 
Poland, notwithstanding nis great ability 
and high personal character. In this 
case «€6there)«€6©igl)6lnothing «in Mr. Hurl- 
but’s character, nor in his public service, 
nor in his present abilities, to deter any man 
who wants the district to be respectably repre- 
sentea from voting against bim. 

We do not know who may be selected by the 
Opposition. The Fourth District had im Mr. 
Farnsworth, perhaps, the best local Representa- 
tive of the State. His long experience and his 
ability made him the leader of the House on 
many questions. For several years be enjoyed 
the distinction of being tne only man in the 
House who could put down Ben Butler and hoki 


him down, and # was not until Hurlbut ap- 


peared in place of Farneworth that “Batler was 
able to make himself leader, and almost dicta- 


tor, of the House. He nor any other of the 
demagogues who stood so lotig in dreatl of 
Farvsworth care any moré for Hurlbut than if 
he were at home*in Belvidere. Mr. Hurlbut's 
record is known to all the people of his district, 
and, during his service in Congress, he has not, 
by word or act, dove anything to brighten that 
record or cause any person to think more favor- 
ably of his ability or personal fitness for the 
office. The Fourth District has lost the 
distinction in Congress which it enjoyed 
when Farnsworth was the Representative ; 
1%t has passed into the long list of districts 
represented by nobodies. The great distauce 
between Farnsworth and Hurlbut makes the 
change more than ordinarily striking. The only 
thing Hurlbut bas done to signalize himself 
was to propose and advocate a compromise in 
the salary-grab, and even this was defeated by 
the stern demand of the people for its uncon- 
ditional repeal. 


THE FIFTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 
In the Fifth District of this State the oppos- 
ing nominees for Congress are the Hon. D. J. 
Piackney, Independent, and the Hoa. H. C. 
Burchard, Republican. Both these gentlemen 
are well known. Both have been before the peo- 
ple more or leas frequently during a score of 
years; and it ie gratifying to be able to add that 
both are good men. Mr. Pinckney was forme:ly 
the Principal of the Mount Morris Seminary, 
and is as wéll and favorably known in the ca- 
pacity of educator as of State Senator. He 
claims to be still a Republican, though ruygning 
in opposition to the regular Republican nommee. 
Mr. Burchard, though not aman of brilliant 
parts, has approved himself an uncommonly in- 
telligent and valuable member of Congress—one 
whose advice is sought and whose character and 
opinions are respected. He has held, undenia- 
biy, the leading position among the Illinois 
members during the present Congress, having 
been a member of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, anda leading member at that. On the 
two questions of currency and tariff he has been 
true to his constituents and to the highest prin- 
ciples of duty. If the Republican party were 
composed generally of men as scrupulous and 
faithful to their convictions as Mr. Burchard, 
there would be no need of Independent move- 
ments anywhere. 
We bad occasion to criticise Mr. Burchard’s 
course on the Salary-Grab with some freedom at 
the time the bill was passed and the money 
taken. Mr. Burchard voted against the bill, but 


ents publicly that if the present Congress should 
repeal the Grab-law be would not only refund 
the back-pay, but the forward-pay also, bat if 
the law remained on the statute-book he should 
keep both, believing that he was as much en- 
titled to the one as tothe other. The law being 
repealed (in part, we believe, by his vote), he 
refunded both according to his agreement. We 
think that it would have been better if he had 
never taken the back-pay, even for an bour, al- 
though his predecessor in Congress took back- 
pay under similar circumstances, but it is fair to 
say that he lived up to his promise, and that he 
is not incumbered with either back or forward 
pay at the present time. 
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THE POLITICS OF ITALY. 
If paupers are left out of the account, Italy 
has almost universal suffrage. The payment of 
an aovual tax of $7.50 makes aman a voter. 
Very few, however, exercise the privilege. The 
average subject of Victor Emanuel talks pas- 
sionately about politics, but finds going to the 
polls too much trouble. The usual vote is 
about one-fifth of the whole number of legal 
voters. This absenteeiam is the result of the 
torpid reaction that followed the conquest of 
Rome in 1870; of the lack of any striking po- 
htical issue ; and, so far asthe Papal party is 
concerned, of the Vatican’s standing advice to 
the faithful: ** We elefiori, ne eletti”—** Neither 
electers, nor elected.” The fact that such a 
wealthy and powerful body is wholly unrepre- 
sented in Parliament necessarily weakens 
the Government greatly. Yet the Lib 
erala, with mistaken prejudice, oppose all 
clerical participation in any election, Litherto, 
the Vatican’s command has been religicusly re- 
spected, so far as voting for members of Parlia- 
ment is concerned. But ardent Catholiva have 
not been able to keep aloof from the simmer 
elections for the Provincial and Municipal Coun- 
ceils. In 1872, Archbishop Sforza, of Naples, ad- 
vised the members of his flock to go to the polls 
on such occasions. The Liberals and Radicals 
coalesced against the Church party, but tbe latter 
carried one-third of the Civie Council. This 
vear they have not been as fortunate. They 
elected only one out of sixteen members. Tho 
summer elections have been unifofmly favorable 
to the party now in power, the Moderate Liber- 
als. Even in Rome, which is the hot-bed 
at ‘once of Radicalism and Clericalism, 
the whole Liberal ticket was chosen. 
Only 4,000 out cf 14,500 electors voted. This 
absenteeism at the polls finds its counterpart in 
the absenteeism in Parliament. The sessions 
are well-nigh endless, because the members stay 
away in such wambers that no business can be 
done. The laws that no election to Parliament 
is valid unless one-third of the registered elect- 
ors vote, and that Parliament cannot sit unless 
an absolute majority of the members are pres- 
ent, have perforce been suffered to become dead 
letters. The public debt is enormous. The 
Kingdom of Italy has had to assume the crush- 
ing debte of afl the petty principalities which it 
has gradually absorbed. It cannot. carry the 
load. Its income now falls below its outgo 
by $40,000,000 a year. Ali attempts to check 
the deficit have be8n in vain. In 1867, 
a forced tax of $120,000,000 was lev- 
ied on ecclesiastical prop’7ity. Since then, 
the greater part of that property has been 
summarily confiscated. The State railways bave 
been sold out for about half their cost (Western 
States will please notice this fact), and the 
Government monopoly of the tobacco trade bas 
been asesigned to a Prench sompany. All this 
has given only temporary relief. The deficit 
still continues. The interest, cost of manage- 
ment, ete., of the debt amount to more than 
one-half of the ordinary revenue. The military 
expenses are very heavy. A costly school-sys- 
tem is supported, Between 1867 and 1871, the 
debt was increased by $450,000,000! In the 
latter year, it amounted to $1.904,087,085. It 
has since steadily increased. The Italian has no 
idea of retrenchment or reduction of expendi- 
tures. If such s condition of affairs were 
true of any of our Southern States, re- 
pudiation would be inevitable. As kK in, 
national bankruptcy stares Italy im the face. 
Within the last few weeks, the difficulties of the 
Government have been increased by an alarming 
ontbreak of brigaodage in the South. The law 
ie not heid in extreme respect anywhere on the 


Peninsais. In the North, 6 number of Radicals

have lately been seized and thrown into prison 
ov a charge of conspiracy to overthrow the 
monarchy. 

The one gleam of light in this gloomy picture 
is the fact that very much has been done to 
popularize education. Part of the receipts from 
the confiscated church-property are devoted to 
it, and there is an annual grant of $3,000,000 be- 
sides. Yet in Piedmont, where the standard o 


kingdom, 673 out of every 1,000 people 
cannot read and write. In one province, 
912 out of every 1,000 are in this 
deplorable condition. On ap average, 643 out 
of every 1,000 Italians are thoroughly illiterate. 
The schools are, however, doing a great work. 
The next generation will be far bevter fitted for 
constitutional government than its fathers can 
be. Yet, as matters stand to-day, Italy shares 
with Turkey and Spain the unpleasant distinction 
of being the sick men of Kurope. Her sickness, 
like that of Spain, is internal. It is none the 
less dangerous for that. 
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THE SERVANT-GIRL PROBLEM. 

These are the times that try housekeepers’ 
souls. The lady in the parlor and the lady in 
the kitchen wrangle whenever they come into 
contact. The old term of “help” has long 
been discarded, in tacit recognition of its mock- 
ery as applied to the present state of things. 
Visious of tidy French maids in spotless caps 
and aprons, of English domestics spending.a 
life-time in the service of one family, and of 
deferential Chinamen gliding on tiptoe from 
duty to duty, only make the untidy, dish-break- 
ing. door-slamming, loud-talking damsel who 
comes on Wednesday and goes on Saturday 
morse unendurable. The evil is really a serious 
one. The nervousness and the habitual! fault-find- 
ing of American women and the dyspepsia of 
American men are largely due to the defects of our 
domestic arrangements. The remedies hitherto 
tried have been in vain. The intelligence-offices 
furnish servants guaranteed for one month, who 
depart in a day or two. The lectures of Prof. 
Blot and his imitators have not reached the 
class that most needs instruetion. The house- 
keeper will rejoiee to hear that a more practical 
pian is now working well in New York City. 
Like most good things, 1t is the result of some- 
what slow growth. Eighteen months ago a 
school for sewing was opened on Broadway. It 
taught so thoroughly that its graduates were in 
great demand. When its success was assured, 
another department was added, and then 
another, and so on. It now occupies a large 
house da Brevoort place. The parlor, fur- 
nished with sofas, piano, pictures, and 
books, is an inteiligence-oftice by day aad a free 
reading-room in the evening. No servant is 
recommended until her trustworthiness and 
ability have been proven either in the different de- 
partments of the school or in the houses of some 
of its managers. Girls are furnished for perma- 
nent service or for temporary tasks. Neat, piam, 
and cheap garments are furnished to domestics, 
and all those registered at the office are required 
to put off their bogus jewelry and flashy dresses, 
and wear clothes befitting their station. False 
hair is utterly tabooed. These regulations, 
which may seem too petty or too strict, really 
strike at the root of some of the worst features 
of “ servantgirlism.” The free reading-room is 
open to any and every woman. It is well 
patronized, The sewing-school still flounshes. 
So does a laundry which the manegemeat 
has recently opened. In the basement is the 
* Women’s Tea Room.” It is as neat and ip- 
viting af any restaurant in the city. Food and 
cooking are of the beat. The prices are low. 
Every morning, from half-past 6 to half-past 7, 
working girls can get a large cup of coffee and 
bread exiough for their breakfast for 6 cents. 
This rescues a large class of women who per- 
force board in low tenement-houses from the 
temptations to which they are exposed ip the 
disreputable restaurants to which they have 
hitherto been obliged to go for their meals. 
This fall, a school of cooking is to be opened 
under the charge of a French chef. Its certifi- 
cates of graduation will be given only to first- 
class cooks, whose services will doubtless 
be at a premium. Instruction will be given 
to mistress as well as to maid, and either can 
take the course in whole or in part. The next 
department should be a training-school for the 
managefs of such institutions, in which women 
from allof our large cities could learn how to 
start such improved intelligence-offices at home. 
The New York school was originally opened by 
poor ladies who saw a prospect of profit in deal- 
ing im good aervants. The original projectors 
are still among the managers. Their specula- 
tion has benefited housekeepers and servants 
and themselves. 


‘“*‘HE NEVER WENT BACK ON THE POOR.” 

It wag Jim Fisk. His poet-laureate is a cer- 
tain William J. Scanlon, who has favored us with 
a copy of an amazing farrago of words and music 
entitled: “ Jim Fisk, or He Never Went Back on 
the Poor.” The frontispiece, which is dedicated 
to the memory of the departed philanthropist, 
contains hig portrait and four smaller pictures. 
In one, our late eminent fellow-citizen is be- 
stowing greenbacks on a regged urchin. In an- 
other, a few shattered walis portray the ruins of 
Chicago. Below are representations of the Ene 
Railway, by stealing which this friend of man- 
kind was enabled to bestow a greenback on the 
urchin, and of the Fisk line of steamers ob- 
tained by the same means. The contemplation 
of such scenes faintly prepares ue for the words 
written, The poet modestly aske: 

Let me speak of a man now dead in his grave, 
a4 good @ man as ever was born. 

Having got the desired permission, he applies 
the precept that eharity covers a multitude of 
sine as follows: 


Jim Fisk he was called, and his money he gave, 
Te the outcast the poor and forlorn, 

We all know that he loved both women and wine, 
But his heart it was true I am sure, 

He lived like a prince in his palace so fine, 

But he never went back on the poor. 

The poet is, of course, above punctuation. As 
he warms to his work, he caste off the shackles 
of spelling and the gyves of grammar. Fisk 
“done all his deeds” openly. He eut a dash 
“with his Grand six in hand on the beach at 
long branch,” but “Chicages great Fire” 
showed that he still “remembred the poor.” 
Chicago and Fisk bave a special chorus all to 
themselves : 


When the telegram came that the homeless that night, 

Were starving to death slow but sure, 

With ate Nepratie eapeees nobly manned by “ Jim 

Flew to feed all the hungry and poor. 

The absence of any subject for “flew” 
slightly obscures the elosing statement, but that 
there may be no mistake about the general ques- 
tion of charity, Mr. Scanlon afterwards re- 
marks : 

Ife man was in trouble 
“ Fisk,’ would help him slong. 
Seanlon's opinion of Stokes may be imagined. 


education is higher than anywhere else in the 
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free nobody “is safe to step from outside their 
own door.” He calls for vengeance : 
If they hang up the poor why hadn’t the rich 
Ought to swing up the very same way, 

The prospect of slaughtering the rich as thor- 
oughly as he slaughters gramunar incites him to 
his final outburst : | 

The miliionare you must hang up alzo, 
But never go back on the poor. 

If this advice is to be followed, it is devoutly 
to be hoped, in the interests of poetry and of 
morals, that Mr. William J. Scanlon will straight- 
way become a “ milliopare.” Weare not surprised 
to hear that his wretched doggere) about a 
wretched man is now having a great run in low 
theatres, concert-saloons, and pretty-waiter- 
girl dives, We agree with him that there is sm 
unfortunate ‘‘diff’rence twixt the rich and the 
poor.” If Fisk had not grown rich by his 
knavery, he would have had no clergyman pros- 
tituting a sacred calling hy talking driveling cant 
at his grave, and no word-butcher grinding out 
misspelt doggerel about the one dubious vi riue 
that faintly glimmered, like a piece of rotten 
wood in the dark, among his thousand gkuring 
vices. 

THE GOOD SAMARITANS. 

It seems probable after all that the cele brated 
prayer-gauge of the materialistic Tyndall will be 
put into effect at last, and that; too, in the Sa- 
maritans’ Shelter. It is plain that the two ele- 
ments of prayer and anti-prayer cannot work 
barmoniously in the matter of providirg a home 
for the destitate. It is singular, and must cause 
surprise to everybody, that the issue should have 
been forced as it bas, and that either faction 
should have been so aggressive and obstinate in 
the matter, Appearances justify the belief that 
the rigidly Christian members of tlae Society 
will withdraw and leaye the condiuct of the 
institution to their opponents. If this is 
the case, they must either abendon all 
efforts toward helping unfortunate homeless 
women or establish another asylum upon their 
own principles, and use those merims which they 
conscientiously believe to be the best. There 
seems to be no reason why tbe latter alternative 
should not be adopted. The Society has now 
two Homes, one on the North Side and another 
on La Salle street, pear the business part of the 
city. The difficulty could be adjusted by divid- 
ing these Homes, giving one to each party and 
allowing each to try their own plan. Such a 
trial, properly conducted, would interest the 
commanpity at large, and serve as a guide to 
others who are interested in purely benevolent 
undertakings of this character. There is noth- 
ing in the proposition which could give offense 
to anybody. Each party in the Society has many 
friends in the city, and these would see that 
their theary of benevolence did not prove in- 
effectual for want of support. At all events. a 
division of the Society in this manner could give 
ne ground for discontent, and would end im- 
mediately the unfortunate wrangling which 
seems to be the principal business of meetings 
of the Society. Such scenes as were reported 
in Tue TRipune yesterday are discreditable 
not ovly to the Society at large, but 
to both the opposing parties. The cause 
of religion would suffer far less by a practical 
test of the character proposed than by the bitter, 
unreasonable, and intolerant expressions which 
some of the ladies were betrayed into using. 
Let the Society think over the proposition, and 
act generously in the matter. recognizing the 
radical differences of opinion existing, and 
remembering that heterodoxy in religious belief 
does not by any means carry with it moral de- 
pravity. 

It may be familiar to some of our readers that 
a singular test, apart entirely from religious 
matters, wae made in Edinburg in the 
year 1847. The staff of a hospital in 
that city was divided upon the sub- 
of heavy dosing, and made an 
extreme case to support their respective theories. 
The hospital was divided by agreement into two 
sides. The patients on ove side were treated 
according to the standard method, while on the 
other nothing more injurious than plain pills 
was administered. The patients were of course 
unaware of the experiment. In due time a 
comparison was made; the result was a drew. 
The doctors were unable to decide which mode 
of treatment was the better one. 

Witbout wishing to cast any reflection on the 
religious pharmacopeia by identifying either 
mode of treatment with the bread pellets, we 
might “suggest the probability that the issue 
of a test of the same kind in this case 
would be similar. Earnest and intelligent 
management, with perfect concert of action for 

voselfish ends, will result effectually 
whether the meetings are opened with prayer or 
the more ordinary usages of parliamentary 
practice.

IN GENERAL. 
The scene at the Exposition Building yester- 
day wae very lively. Everything there as yet 
appears to be in most admired disorder, the ex- 
hibitors having been very tardy im furnishing 
their allotments. Workmen, in hundreds, were 
busily plying their implements and arranging 
articles to the best advantage. Ina few hours, 


pyramids of metal-work, pagodas for the recep- 
tion of textile fabrics, and miniature manufac- 
turing establishments appeared, aa if by magic, 
filling up the vacancies, and rendering the look 
of the hall more sightly. It is confidently ex- 
pected that the exhibitors throughout the build- 
ing will have completed every arrangement by 
this afternoon. Lo 
Quite as much animation was noticeable 
EXTERIORLY 

as within the building. Flags floated gayly from 
every pinnacle; a streamer wae atiached to the 
beleony bearing the legend ‘' Inter-State Expo- 
sition, Chicago's Greeting, Welcome to All;” na- 
merous carriages were coming and going, and 
those who had left their equipages behind them 
in thir journey hither, and towns-folk whose 
stable was notin good condition owing to the 
protracted hot weather, were safely accommo- 
dated by one of the omnibus lines. 
About noon visitors began to pour into the 
building, but at no time during the day was the 
number appreciably large. 

THE ART-GALLERY 
was largely patronized, and with the majority of 
visitors it seemed to be the only attractive fea- 
ture in the Exposition. 

Henderson & Co., M. D. Wells & Co., and 
Phelps, Dodge & Palmer had corps of workmen 
nobbily attired, employed making boots and 
shoes. Goetz, of State street, the glove-maker, 
displayed an fllusive waterfall, which was much 
admired ; an untntored young man made a noise 
at one of Julius Bauer & Co.'s pianos, and occa- 
sionally endeavored to drown the music which 
two other youths were extracting from the 
pianos exhibited by a Boston firm. 

A PROMINENT SIGN 
informed the yisitor that one-third of his life is 
spent in bed, and was supposed to speak for 
the mattresses underit by the use of which 
comfort is tobe procured.

Gunther & Co., however, provided 
for the contingency with two large fountains 
from which health-giving liquids were dispensed 
at ordinary rates. ‘* Lighting bottled up,” was 
the startling announcement which met 
the eye in one of the galleries, andin a flash 
the compounder introduced himself to the vis- 
itor, and an envelope into his hand, said to be 
perfumed with Pullman's Palace Car Bouquet.

THE ART-GALLERY. 
THE FIGURE-PIECES. 

The figure-pieces in the art-coliection embrace 
the most numerous, most enjoyable, and really 
most excellent features of the display. They 
number nearly one-third of the entire catalogue, 
and, although mainly of the Freneh school, still 
there are to be found numerous samples of the 
German and Italian, and a few of the American. 
Those of the German school are confined to 
Munich, and are mainly large home scenes, 
eharacteriatic of German life and customs. The 
American pictures are confined to a very few 
artiste, as this is a branch of art which few 
American painters cultivate, and in which but 
few excel. Of the French school, there isa 
wilderness of pictures,—some of them large and 
noble works of art; some of them monotonously 
alike,—imere lay figures for the display of elab- 
orate and delicate drapery work ; and some which 
are entirely uninteresting, baving no story to 
tell, though that is the first requisite of »s 
good-figure piece. In point ef excellence the 
figure-pieces excel the other pictures, and, as 
past exhibitions in this city have been confined 
mainly to landscapes and portraits, no fault can 
be found with the multiplicity of the former by 
the connoisseur, and certainly not by the general 
public, whose taste inclines to this department 
ofart. The canvases are of all sizes, from 
Dubufe’s huge picture of ‘‘ The Prodigal Son ” 
down to the little miniature by Beranger, hardly 
larger than « carte-je-visite. To the majority 
of visitors “‘ The Prodigal Son" will be the main 
centre of attraction, both on account of its great 
size and the popularity it attained here when 
exhibited before. We have already criticized it 
so thoroughly in detail that we need not go over 
the ground again. It occupies the same room 
as before, but has the advantage of a beiter 
light, particular attention having been 
paid to this feature, while to us 
the proximity of other pittures seems 
to improve it, and at the same 
time none of them are injured by it, as its tints 
are never strong or offensive. We now proceed

Wash- 
ington stands near the centre of the picture, a 
little in the background, in close proximity to 
the Duke of Kent, and notfar from him are 
Jonathan Trumbull and Thomas Jefferson. In 
the right f round ia group of exquisitely 
graceful and utifui ladies, Mrs. Jobe Jay, 
Sophia Orew, Mrs. Bingham, and Mrs. Theodore 
Sedgwick.

“THR HOME OF WASHINGTON AFTER THE WAR,” 
by Mignot and Rossiter. This is another pic- 
ture which possesses an historical interest, and 
has been familiarized to Americans by engravy- 
ings, but from an artistic point of view its falls 
belew “The Republican Court.” The scene rep- 
resents Washington's home at Mount Vernon. 
A broad lawn stretches from the piazza down 
to the Potomac. A negro nurse, ohildren, 
and dog are playing on the grass, and a gayly- 
decorated pk.asure-boat is sailing on the dis 
tant river. Mre. Washington and Mrs. Curtis 
are seated in the cool shade of the veranda, 
engaged in domestic duties, and Washington 
stands near the steps of the piazza talking with 
Gen. Lafayette. The figures are very dignified 
and plain, and there is about the whole an at- 
mosphere of plain, unpretending, and com- 
fortable home life which was characteristic of 
Mount Vernon after Washington had laid down 
the sword and returned to the plowshare. The 
scepe op the lawn adds a pleasant, cosy effect 
to the general repose, While it is by no means 
a grat work of art, the picture has a decided 
historic value, and ought to be carefully pre- 
served in some historical collection, with ‘* The 
Republican Court” as momeatoes of our early 
history. 

** WSHINGTON IRVING AND HIS FRIENDS,” 

by E. Schuessele, of Philadelphia. If this pict- 
ure is not familiar to the American people, it is 
not the fault of the owners of the old Crosby 
Opera-House, who, for the sake ef increasing 
the patronage of the great rafile, disseminated 
Washington [rving and his Friends far and wide. 
It may be within bounds to say that W. I. and 
his Pf. hang in every alternate farm-house in Iili- 
nois, with a Magnificent representation in the 
cities.

Still it has a certain lite- 
rary value, because i preserves creditable por- 
traits of our prominent iterarpmen of Irving's 
time, and virtually of the present day also, since 
nearly all of them are still living and fa- 
mous. For this reason it should be pre- 
served in some library, and not be 
doomed to travel over the country like 
a,wandering Jew. It isa picture which can be 
bought very reasonably, and, as it has a national 
reputation, it ought to bo secured and hung 
among the book-shelves, where it would be a 
characteristic and interesting picture,—qualities 
which it can never have in a miscellaneyus col- 
lection.

** THE ANATOMIST,” 

by Gabriel Max, of Munich. This nicture is the 
vampyre of the collection, whose dark, gloomy 
shape clouds the bright and beautify! things 
about it. it reminds one of the *‘ Red Death” 
stalking into the Carnival, and smiting the dane- 
ers, & funeral crossing the path of the marriage 
procession,—and it is all the more sombre aud 
repulsive from the fact of the marvelous power 
with which death and the dissector about to com- 
mence his ghastly work are portrayed. The 
scene is one drawn from an actual event. The 
body of @ young and beautiful girl was 
found in one of the Bavarian lakes, 
and, as no one could establish its identity, 
it was taken to the hospital] for dissection. The 
body lies upon a rude table near a stand covered 
with .books, instruments, siuils, and other 
accessories of the surgeon’s profession. The 
flowing auburn hair and still beautiful and 
peaceful features of the face are in strange 
coutrast with the pearl-gray pailor of the form. 
In fact, the whole body is morbidly beautiful, 
and the face has so impressed itself upon the 
surgeon, who is about to withdraw the coverings 
of the body, that he suddenty halts his prepara- 
tions, aud sits with his bead resting upon. his 
hand wrapped in thought. Notwithstanding its 
fine drawing and remarkable truth and strength 
of color, it is not a pleasant picture ‘to look upon. 
It is a subject no one but amorbid artist would 
select for his canvass. It opensadoor upon a 
scene no one cares to scrutinize, and 
iuspires a brood of fancies of the very 
blackest plumage. While we yield credit 
to the ability of the artist. he should 
not bave thiust his gloomy and cadaverous con- 
ception into the world of art, which should be 
| the world of repose and besuty.

‘THE RIGHT PATH,” 

by H. Merle, of Paris. 1t is cheerful to turn 
from the Anatomist to this bright and beautifal 
work of a sunny French artist. It is equally 
cheerful to jind @ French artist graphically tell- 
ing a sound and wholesome truth on canvass, 
Merle’s pictures, although very choice, are not 
often seen in this country, and this one makes 
its appeatance for the first time in Chicago. The 
scene i¢ laid at the entrance to s banqueting 
chamber, rich with mosaics, and marble columus 
adorned with medallions of Cupid and Venus, 
emblamatic of the story the picture tells. At 
one side of the entrance is a beautiful woman 
recumbent in the arms of her balf-drunken com- 
panion, who is beckoning to the artist in the 
foreground, On the other side, a golden-haired 
and voluptuously-formed woman gracefully posed 

gainst a column, tempts the ariist with a glass 
of wine and her most fascinating amiles. The 
artist himseif, a magnificent figure with his back 
to the group, is puiting temptation behind him, 
With stern, thoughtful face, and eyes fixed on 
the far off distance, he clutches his sketech-book 
and palette, and moves on as decidedly as if he 
were urged by destiny itself. Pleasure behind, 
duty before,and he has chosen * The Right 
Path.” The picture did not need a title to tell 
ite etory, From an artistic point of view the 
contrasts of the picture are superb, the artist 
having relieved the deep purple and crimson of 
the artist's drapery and the blackness of his 
hair against the delicate pink, white, and gold 
tones of the background, and the smooth, gfoeay 
texturo of tue marbles.

In a room open- 
ed out of the main apartment the father has 
decorated the walls with flowers and garlanda, 
aod the mother stands holding the baby, who is 
making frautic efforte to get at the immense 
birthday-cake, which towers up among bonbons 
aod nosegays. In the main apartment the grand- 
children are preparing to lead grandmother in, 
and enjoy the festive scene. The impatient boy 
bands her a bouquet with one band, and is busi- 
ly tugging at her dress with the other, while the 
girl, with the birthday address in her pocket, 
which she is to read, takes her by the band. The 
old grandmother's face is the happiest part of the 
picture.

This feeling of agony, of utter, helpless, abject 
misery and despair, depicted im her face is simply 
indescribable; an agony 80 deep that she hardly 
regards ber dead child hanging heavily upon her 
arm, Notwithstanding its painfulness, there is 
a reality about the scene which gives to it a 
strange fascination. It is a face which one will 
carry away with him, and which will long hauuat

No. 72, ** The Sortie of the Grand Council at 
Venice in the Sixteenth Century,”’ by L. Monchot, 
of Paris. The scene represents a procession of 
dignitaries of Church and State issuing from 
the Doge's Palace, descending the lofty stair- 
case, and paesing away over the marble court- 
yard. The picture is specially remarkable for the 
study of costumes, which harmonize, al- 
though widely varying in tinta, and for the 
action and life-like motion of the ficures. 
Although there are over a hundred figures upou 
the canvas, each one of them seems to have 
been made a special study, and has its own indi- 
vidual characteristics. This noble work gained 
for the artist the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor at the Paris Exposition.

** THE MUSICAL FESTIVAL,” 

by C. Schloesser, of Dusseldorf, another of those 
wonderful German interiors, full of life and 
animation; and a scene which could only be 
found ia Germany. The room is crowded with 
musicians in a burly-burly just before a rehears- 
al. The walle are Zecotnied with wreaths, ban- 
ners, aud mottoes. The conductor, a quiet-look- 
ing old man, stands in the centre. baton in hand, 
soon to evoke order out of this chaos. The 
familiar keg of beer is on tap in the corner, and 
some of the musicians are wetting their whistles 
out of the huge and generous Bavarian mugs. 
The double basses are arranged in solid phalanx 
near the centre, and the players look grave and 
dignified as becomes doutle-base players. A 
young woman, evidently a foreign connoisseur, 
is in one corner with her eye-glass on ready for 
busivess, and a delighted old eouple of home 
connoisseurs with their boy and dog are in 
anogher, prepared to eujoy the music, the good 
old dame meanwhile not forgetting her knit- 
ting. In addition to the animation and hurry of 
this socia] scene, there are many fine touches of 
humor. A boyin the foreground is practicing 
on a tuba much longer than himself, to the de- 
light of some other children, but to the dis- 
gust of its owner. A_ sodber-faced little 
girl, mounted on a high stool, is 
sawibg away upon a violin under the eye of 
the old violin player, who is giving her some 
hints, The whole scene is so vivid that you al- 
most involuntarily listen for the discordant 
sounds of the tuning and the chatter of voices.

** FALSTAFF AND DOLL TEARSHEET,” 

by Leon Olivie, of Paris. This picture is g re- 
markable ope in e double sense,—not alone for 
its exceliencies as a painting, but that a French 
artist should have expressed such a correct idea 
of the immortal clown and braggart. He has 
given us an English inn, an English Falstaff, 
and eonpry Kase ypode throughout, without a 
particle of French exaggeration or that Gargan- 
tuan grossness which we might have expected, 
and in this respect he has shown not only ar- 
tistic skill, but scholarly reading and appre- 
ciation. He has chosen for his scene the famous 
episode in the Boar’s Head tavern at Eastcheap 
where the street minstrels are summoned, and 
Doll Tearsheet, fondling the old rogue, exclaims : 
* Ah! you sweet little rogue, you! Alas! poor 
ape ! ow thou sweatet! Come let me wipe 
thy face. Ah! rogue! [faith I love thee. 
Thou art ag valorous as Hector of Troy, worth 
five of Agamemnon and ten times better than 
the nine warthies.” The scene is a suggestive 
one. Falstaff sits in his chair with his face up- 
turned to Doll, who is ehucking him uader the 
ehin, every feature of his countenance express- 
ing oleaginous satisfaction. Doli herself ie a 
handsome, comely figure, and behind her stands 
the buxom figure of hostess with arms 
akimbo a ila the Daughter of Mme. 
Angot. In the background are the 
Prince and Poins disguised as drawers. The 
centre of the picture is oceupied with the street 
musicians, a clownish set in odd eceoutrements 
playing upon instruments faithfully copied 
from those of that period, As we have said, the 
whole scen¢ is essentially English, evento the 
eonception of the characters, and a French 
name at the bottom of the canvas is the last 
that would have been looked for.

No. 34, * The Siby!,” by J. O. Eaton, of New 
York,—a dark, thoughtful, and fatalistio faco, 
set in blue draperies, which is very expressive. 

No. 222, * Dreamapg by the dea,” by G. H. 
Story, of New York, ‘The artist has chosen for 
his sentiment tue lines ; 

With her gad and wistful eyes one way,

The figure is simply that of a child with flow- 
ing auburv hair, sad longing eyea, and folded 
bands, looking out upon thesea. It isa very 
tender, delicate piece of work, anc as suggestive 
as a poem.

who rode up the rocky aseeut to the castle over 
a bridge of stone upheld by the friendly gnomes, 
and thereby won his lady-love.

The.figure a browned 
female, her hair twined with grape-clusters, 
holding ia one handa pair of shears, her left 
arm around a sheep painted by Rosa Bonheur.

THE SILVER TRADE DOLLAR. 
Srecial Dispatch to T'he Chicage Tribune, 

Wasurneron, D, C., Sept. 10.—The Superin- 
tendent of the San Francisco Mint writes to the 
Treasury Department that he is coining trade 
dollars at the rate of $20,000 per day, which is 
ali that can be made by ten hours’ work of the 
entire institution. When be gets into the new 
mint, which he expects to do about Nov. 1, and 
gets fairly started, he thinks he can make ali the 
trade dollars required for commercial purposes 
on the Pacific coast. He says the coin is a per- 
fect success, and, if enough of them could be 
made, the Mexican dollar would be entirely shut 
out of the market. The trade doliar keeps up 
the price of crude silver, and at the same time 
opens a very large market for silver bars. 
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AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

LovIsvittz, Ky., Sept. 10.—The American 
Pharmaceutical Association held a lengthy 
seesion to-day, but the proceedings devel- 
oped are of little importance. The time 
was consumed principaily by a continua- 
tion of a long series of queries, which, 
together with a number resolutions, provoked 
& general discussion on the proper uses and 
handling of medicine. After much skirmishing 
between the friends of Boston and Toledo, the 
former city was decided on as the place for hold- 
ing the next annuai Convention. The Conven- 
tion will meet again to-morrow morning. 


NEW ORLEANS ITEMS.

PACKING STANDARD. 

Following report of the Business Committee, 
adopting the Chicago standa:d for packing, was 
adopted : 

I would beg leave to state to the Conventton that the 
Committee on Business have had before them for con- 
sideration the national resolutions, and, aftera care- 
ful review of these rules, we find it necessary to 
recommend a change fcr this Convention to make 
upon the standard of pork. The rule which we de- 
sire to change now reads as follows: “ Eighteenth— 
Mess pork shall be cut and packed from the 
sides of wellfatted hogs in strips, the hog to 
first split through the ba: kbane, or if it spht one side, 
then ah equal proportion; of hard and soft sides, 
as tyey are termed, must be packed, properly flanked, 
and not beck-strapped ; 196 pounds of green meat, 
numbering not over sixteen pieces,inclading the regu- 
lar proportion of flank and shoulder cute; four lay-

coarse galt, and filled up full with good clear brine as 

strong @6 salt will make it; the pork to be reasonably 

uniform in width ; the packer’s name and location, 

date of packing, and the number of pieces in each 

barrel, must be branded om the heed with a metallic 

brand, making an iron or stencil brand, at the time of 
packing.” 

We desire to change that by substituting the 
followmeg: 
pork shall be cut and packed from sides of 
weill-fatted hogs, in stripe, the hogs to be first split 
through the backbone; or, if split on one side, 
then en equal proportion of hard and soft 
sides, @s they are termed, must be  paecked, 
properly flanked, and not back-strapped, 190 pounds 
of green meat, numbering not over sixteen pieces, in- 
cluding the regular proportion of flank and shouider 
euts. Four layers, placed on edge, without 
excessive crowding or brusing, must be 
packed into each barrel, with not 
leas than thiriy pounds of good foreign or thirty-five 
pounds of good domestic coarse salt, and filled 
up full with good clear brine as strong as salt wil 
make it; the pork to be cut reasonabiy uniform in 
width ; the packer’s pame and location, ‘and date of 
packing, and the number of pieces and pounds of 
green meatin each barrel, must be branded on the 
head with a metalli¢c brand, markiag-iron, or stencil 
plate at tbe time of packing. 

The rule in relation to prime mess pork, requiring 
that shoulders shall not exceed 90 pounds, was amend- 
ed to read, “ The shoulder-pieces not to exceed 8&5 
pounds in each barrel.” This is necessary, in order to 
agree aking 190 pounds to the barrel. 

The foliowing resoiution was adopted: 

Resolted, That the scratching of brands, the re- 
packing of pork, and teking out the surplus weight 
are practices injurious to the trade, and should be 
discontinued as unfuir, if not dishonest, and, in the 
absence of any my law to punish it 
as 6a” =—s cvr'ime, sbould amount to disqualifi- 
cation of membership in any Board of Trade or Cham- 
ber of Commerce; also, that proper protections shouid 
be given to the trade by the enactment of necessary 
laws by ow 

The resolution was agreed to. 

Several matters of minor importance were dis- 
posed of, and sharp discussions followed, anda 
sharp fight eusued on the proposition to change 
the standard of weight. 

The Convention adjourned sine die at 1 p. m., 
and a number of members attended a base-bal!

WILLIAM H. BUMSTED DEAD. 


Eventful Career of the Bess Tweed 
of Jersey City—A Man Whe Mas- 
tered Three Trades and Forseok 
Them for Political Distinction—Aa 
Term in Prison Followed by Death. 

From the New York Sun, Sept. 9. 

Shortly after 12 o'clock on Saturday night 
William H. | | koown as the Boss Twoed 
of Jersey City, died at the residence of his 
father in Ocean avenue, Jersey City Heights, of 
typhoid fever. He had been sick for nearly a 
month, but no fatal results were looked for un- 
til a few hours before his death.. 

Mr. Bbumsted was but 39 years of age, but his 
career was an eventful one. His laiter years 
were as closely identified with the interests of 
Jersey City as those of William M. Tweed with 
New York. Nor were the lives and actions of 
the two men dissimilar: as Tweed held New 
York in the hollow of his hand and squeezed it 
unmercifully, 50 Bumsted held Jersey City, and 
was not a whit more tender of ite welfare. Bhore- 
ly after the downfail of one came the overthrow 
of the other, and while the neis which were to 
entangle Tweed and | him in the Peniten- 
tiary were being woven, Jersey justice, movin 
more rapidly, had consigned Bumsted to the 
State Prison at Trenton. . 

The deceased politician was born in Yelver- 
ton, in Norfolk, England, June 16, 1835, and one 
year afterward was brought -by his ts, who 
had then no otber chil to thi 
The family landed ion New ! 
were hardly able to defray their e to 
Jersey City. Mr. William Bamsted, Sr., was a 
skilied mason, and quickly found remunerative 
pet bre and the family were soon in com- 
fortable circumstances in the city which they de- 
cided to make their home.

Ae years rolied on the Bumsted family increas- 
ed. Fourteen children were born, of whom all 
but four died, the survivors being William H. 
and three brothers. Young Bumsted remained 
at the public school for ten years, and at the age 
of 14 was apprenticed to Earle & Co., furniture 
dealers in Montgomery street. But he was al- 
ready giving indications of those remarkable 
astute and calculating mental powers that after- 
wards gave him such power in the city where he 
had made his home, aad the furniture trade was 
far too duil for a youth of his energetic disposi- 
tion, A year’s trial suificed to tire him of it, 
and quitting bis employers be persuaded bm 
father +0 apprentice him to Clark & Baoot, sur- 
veyors and civil engineers, and it was here proba- 
bly that he learned the art which at a later period 
enabled him to make those abstruse calculations 
regarding she price of certain property purchased 
by the city that ultimately consigned him to the 
State Prison. He remained with Clark & Baoot 
for three years, and became an eflicient survey- 
or, engineer, snd architect. But he seems to 
have been of a volatile disposition, and at the 
age of 17 he resolved once more to change his 


profession. ‘ 
His father then took him into his own busi-’ 


ks. 


tistic mason. His father bad another apprentice 
of the name of Robinson, and, when 
served their time, he made over the business to 
them conjoinily, and founded the firm of Bum- 
sted & Robinson, buildérs, a coucern which soon 
became one of the most important of its kind in 
Jersey City. 
Besides the wealth accumniated in the busi- 
ness, Bumsted speculated a little in real 
and with unvarying success. He married, 
urchased a magnificent house at Ocean and 
‘irginia avenues, where his family have since 
lived. His father hada less imposing but sub- 
stantial dwelling similarly situated on the oppo- 
site side of Virgimia avenue, and it was in this 
house that William H. Bumsted breathed his 


last. 

About tem years ago the firm of Bumsted & 
Robinson was dissolved, and from that time Mr. 
Bumsated's downfall may be dated. Not that in 
tue politica) arena into which be entered on his 
recirement from business he was unsuccessful. 
for through a long period he was pre-eminentiy 
fortunate, and amas immense wealth, but 
the path upon which be then entered was the 
one which ultimately led him to his destruction. 
He soon became a power im the community, 
abd obtaining the nomination for Alderman iv 
Bergen, he was elected by a sweeping majority. 
He served for three termsin Bergen City, and 
when Bergen was consolidated with old Jersey 
City he was elected to the same office, and filled 
it for more than two years, after which he was 
made a member of the Board of Public Works, 
and he speculated with coutinued success in real 
@siale. 

A Ring was formed of which he was the centre, 
and for a long time Jersey City groaned ander 
exactions pot dissimilar to those from whi 
New York suffered under Tweed’s regime. 

At length, in 1872, the Hudsop County Grand 
Jury found 216 indictments against Bumsted, 
embracing malfeasance in office and conspiracy 
to defraud the Boards of Fire Commissioners, 
Public Works, and Police. The cage was tried in 
June, 1872. 1t ocoupied several daye and excited 
intense interest throughout New Jersey. The 
jury returned a verdict of guilty, and Bumsted 
was sentenced to nine months in the State Prison. 
He was not compelled to wear the prison livery, 
and passed his time pleasantly enough apparent- 
ly. His more fortunate brothers of the Ring 
visited him frequently, and as the law allowed 
five days’ reduction of time on each mopth for 
good conduct, bis actual term of imprisonment 
was but little over seven months, a mild punish- 
ment enough, it was thought, for offenses so 
tiagrant as those of which he had been convict- 
ed—offenses but little less glaring than those for 
which Mr. Tweed was afterwards sentenced to 
twenty years’ imprisonment. 

On Jan. 31, 1873, with his wife, be quit the 
jail at Trenton very quietly and returned to his 
home in Jersey City. His health bad not suf- 
fered from his imprisonment, but his political 
life, was, of course, over. He lived unosten- 
tatiously, attracting very little notice, until four 
weeks ago he was stricken with a sickness which 
developed into a slow fever. On Saturday morn- 
ing be began to sink rapidly, and died early yes- 
terday orgy, 

The eider Mr. Bumstedis athale old man, 
probably —— on 70 years of age. In con- 
versation with a Sun reporter yesterday he said 
a very large amount of property was registered 
in his son’s name, but so eomplicated were 
his affairs that it was impossible to say yet 
whether he died worth a million dollars or not 
half so many cents. He spoke regretfully of 
the chances which had !ed his son into the field 
of politics ; pot, however, that he believed him 
guilty of the crimes laid to his charge. ‘ He 
was a man of vast enterprise,” he said, ** and his 
keen foresight and rapidity and clearness of 
thought gave him the control of thousands of 
leaser abilty. In his surpassing energy he may 
bave fallen into errors. I have no idea that his 
conduct was not open to reproach in some par- 
ticulars, but as ior the crimes of which he was 
accused he was, I am satisfied, entirely guiltless 
of them. His sufferings were solely due to a 
systematic, jealous, and malicious persecution, 
a persecution, too, carried on by. the very men 
who had the most reason to be grateful to him. 
No —_ living bas done so much for this city as 
he di : 

* He has, I believe, been represented” as an 
intemperate man. I do not think, from the 
hour of his birth, he ever drank a glass of in- 
toxicating liquors, or smoked a cigar. He was 
not a religious man in the popular sense of the 
term; that is to say, he was no}a member of 
any church, but he was a good son, and an ex- 
celient husband and father. I never heard bim 
use @ Yulgar or profane word, nor could he en- 
dure to bear them used by others. He was no 
orator, but he was a very deep and acute 
thinker. Had he employed his brain lees he 
would not be lying above stairs now. It was an 
evil hour when first embarked in politics. 
I have three other sons left to me out of four- 
teen children, and I pray to God that not one of 
them may ever become a politician or hold an 
office under the Government.”
